A Military Grievance, 


We: have received a letter signed 
“ATKINS” calling our attention to a small 
grievance from which the men of the Royal 
Welch appear to be suffering. We do ngt 
publish the letter. It: appears, to be need- 
lessly' strongly worded, and to efter into 
personal questions’ better avoided . unless 
absolutely unavoidable. We have no objec- 
tion to plain language, and strong language, 
where and when there js no other means of 
getting things put right, but in this’ case, 
it seems to us, to call ‘attention to the griev- 
ance will ensure its being at once removed. 
The men in the Mount Austin Barracks, 
when going on duty to or from the City of 
Victoria have to go up and down by road 
and ifthey.use the tram have to pay for 
the ride out of them own pockets and’ this, 
whether carrying arms and accoutrements, 
blankets, bedding or anything else that has 
lo be carried up or down. Men going on 
Guard ‘and returning from Guard are the 
only persons for whom conycyance. by tram 
is provided free, Formerly this was not s0, 
‘and for the first eighteen months the Regi- 
ment was in Hongkong travelling expenses’ 
up and down, when on duty, were defrayed 
out of some regimental fund, perhaps the 
Canteen Fund, and as this Fund is at 
present, it is said, about £ 1,000 to the good, 
there is no apparent reason why there should 
have been any change. . 

The above written paragraph embodies the 
gravamen of the. complaint sent to us. The 
rest of the Ictter is taken up with a discussion 
of the writer's reason for appealing for relief 
through the Press and not regimentally, We 
accept these reasone as yood and do not 
think a man a.cur, ora yelping dog, or a 
midnight assassin for making public a com- 
plaint of thiskind. ‘The public are ag much 
interested in having the matter put right as 
the soldier. . ‘ 

The main object in sending imen into, 
Barracks at the Peak is for the benefit of 
theif health. If all fatigue duties between 
the town and the Mount Austin Barracks 
have, during the hot weather and the wet 
weather, to be carried on without the aid of 
the.tram and by the men themselves and not 
by coolies, the men won't derive much benefit 
from their residence at the’ Peak. The 
fatigue of the journey up and down, especially 
with a load, will try all but the strongest con- 
stitutions, and noncommissioned officers and 
menin the British Army arenot yetsufficiently 
well supplied with underclothing. to enable 
them to get into dry garments after every 
journey. ‘ . 

We commend the matter to the attention 
of H.E, the Majors General and make hold’ 
to say that, while the European soldier 
must be trained to. move up and down. our: 
hill roads under arms and'to endure the 
extremities of heat and’ wet when the neges- 
sary requirements of the service demand it, 
there is a medium in all things and that 
fatigue dutics should, during the summer 
months, certainly be made as light ‘as 
possible, should, as for as possible,’ be 
performed by coolies, and where the’ soldier 
must needs himself perform them that the | 
tram: should be made as much use’ of as 
possible, and the soldier's fare up and down 
be paid, ‘if not by the Government, out of 
regimental funds. Considerable discrction 
must always be vestéd in the-hands of the 
Commanding Officers of Regiments and 


Officer Commanding, to see for himself that 
discretion is wisely exercised. It is a false 
economy to save -tram fares and use up or 
have to ‘invalid good’ soldi€is. . Tommy 
costs ‘too much and ha’ proved himsalf too 
/valuable to be expended, in peace time, ih 
fatigue duties. ;

The article is 
based on letters‘received from Dr, Kuehn, an 
army surgeon in German South-west Africa, 
who has been studying. the so-called “ Sterbe," 
a plague which has decimated the horses of 
that country. It was found that serum from 
horses afflicted with this discase is a cure 
and a preventive of malaria in men, white 
or black. Inoculations with such serum, 
produce’ neither: general nor. local inflam; 
mation, and have been employed with success 
in very: severe cases, : The exporiments were 
begun easly in ‘1899, Filty persons ‘inoculated 
in that year. passed the rainy ‘season, from 
November to May, without showing the slighest 
symptom of malaria, On the other hand, many 
who-had not been inoculated were attacked by 
the disease, but were: easily. ctired by inocula: 
tion. All these persons were natives ; but‘it is 
a remarkable tact that the natives of this region 
show. ‘less natural immunity to malariathan 
Europeans. : ;

A PEKING, February 26th, 
It is ascertained from a reliable source, says 
a Japapese paper, that the Russian demands 
in connection with the Russo-Chinese secret 
agreement provide for the nominal restoration 
of Manchuria to China on the restoration of 
eace; but she intends to station troops there 
for the purpose of protecting the railway. 
Should a disturbance arise in China these 
troops will be despatched ‘to assist the Chinese 
Government.’ In the event ‘of China desiring 
tostation her own troops in Manchuria she js 
to'refer the matter to Russia first. The import 
of arms and ammunition into Manchuria by 
the Chinese is to be prohibited. ‘The local 
officials are to be appointed by the Russians 
and no other foreigners than Russians are to- 
be appointed to'these positions.

According to our latest advices 
fiomthe North the Ministers of the Powers 
were far from being satisfied with the chopping 
off ofa few heads, and the transportation of 
others, and the various: promises piven by 
China, They conclude that these steps.on the 
partof China are mere subterfuges, and ‘that 
she merely wishes to patch up by promises the 
Peace Convention. hat no transporis have 
ind no preparations are being 
made at Peking and other places fur the 
temoval of troaps is a plain proof. that the 
Powers have no idea of withdrawing thuir 
soldiers for sone time to come. In fact we 
hear from-very wood sources that preparations 
ade for providing clothing for the 
soldiers during next winter. . Ifthe Irvops were 
about to evqcuate North China camels, carts, 
boats, ete. would have ‘to be provided in 
large numbers, hut ‘we are in armed that 
up to the time the last letters left Peking 
nothing intthat direction was gding on. On the 
other hand it appears that the question of the 
punishment of guilty officials and others seems 
to be drawing toa close, as Vice-Consul 
Schnitler, promoted ‘to full Consul, is ‘ ap- 
pointed to represent Germany and Mr. C. W. 
Campbell, British Vice-Consul at Peking, is to 
represent Great Britain in the question of 
indemnities, . But we sincerely hope that all offj- 
cials connected with the late brutal atrocities on 
foreigners will be brought to book, for the insti- 
gators of these atrocities should never be allowed 
to gounpuilished. We,should not be at all sure 
pused, when the warmer weather sets in, to’ 
‘hear of fresh outbreaks in different parts of 
Ghina, for the natives'in the North and in other. 
provinces are still showing a defiant spirit, and 
speaking of foreigners, as though they were still 
to be “driven into the sea.” Evidently German 
is in earnest and wishes to conclude ence with 
China at the enrliest possible date, but at the 
same time she wants no half measures.’ She 
has-now demanded ‘ £11,000,030 from China, 
but if China will not come to terms that amount 
will be enlarged. Russia now seems to be the. 
bugbear with regard ta affairs in Ghinn, but we

A few years ago 
Germany was the only serious competitor, but 
& more serious factor now is the American 
manufacturer., The competition of other iron 
manufacturing countries need cause no alarm’ 
among the British ‘merchants; there is no 
doubt their presence has renewed the energy 
and genius of English -people, and certainly 
America has taught. us’ many lessons. In the 
Past British manufacturers have failed to move 
with the times ; rather have they trusted in the 
name for British goods, and now that there is 
a likelihood of the raw’ material running short 
and the steel market-has jumped out of bounds, 
they are rudely awakened to the fact that there 
are manufacturers in. foreign countries whocan 
ke equal goods and sel! them at the same 
Price. Mr. S. G, Hobson, a commercial writer, 
‘says: “Up to now, we have had to contend with 
America and Germany ; it is almost certain 
that the next quarter of a century will see 
Rliséia, Japan, and’ possibly China “making.

INCREASE OF PLAGUE IN INDIA.

Plague has increased throughout Indiaduring 
the week, says an Indinn exchange of 16th ulio., 
and in common -with. other Provinces the 
pestilence has gained eraund both in Bombay 
City and Presidency. The advance in Bengal 
\s Very ‘Serious, ‘several districts, especially 
Patna, being in process of decimation, The 
disense has been dormant, even showing a pra- 
dual tendency to subside, in the Bombay Pre-' 
sidency, but’ in Belgaum, Kathiawar; Janjira 
and Southetn Mahratta districts there are omi- 
nous increases in ‘the number of cases and 
deaths,, Although Karachi has been reinfect- 
ed, the outbreak has not yet assumed serious 
proportions, but the peculiarity of the disease 
is that, after five years’ experience, not one ol 
the experts can tell what it will do'a week 
hence. The plague mortality is accountable 
for nearly half the total deaths, in Bombay 
city. There were 923 deaths, or an increase 
of 353 as coripared with the the disease a fort: 
night back. It continues to ravage “C” Ward, 
consisting of the districts of Market, Dhobi 
Talao, Phanswadi, Bhuleshvar, Khara Talay, 
and Khuribharwada, and in this area more 
than one-third of the deaths occurred. | ‘It is

_ grave seriousness and reprove her in long 
editorials. which she seeins to disregard, The 
Detroit Mews approves her course heartily and: 

cheers her on with an editorial headed 

In, O Nation, Strong and Great.” The Chicago: 
Enening, Post, however, thinks that she 
“inspires. pity rather than humor,” and urges 
that her friends “should place her fia nice, 
quiet retreat and keep ber there until the sight 
ofa saloon sign docs not unduly agitate her 

' hump of destructiveness.” Such: comments as 
this Jase lead the Kansas City /auraal to say i 
“The impression throughout the country is 
that this woman is a wild, funatical temperance 
agitator whose zeal bas run away with her dis- 
cretion, But those who are acquainted with 

_ , hefand withthe Kansas situation say there is 
method in hermaciness. fer purpose, it seems, 
is not merely io destroy a fittle saloon property. 

_ She desires to test the right of liquor sellers in 
Kansas to the protection of law for their saloon 
merchandise uid fixtures. Mer atlarneys were 
surprised, and disappointed. that the previous 
case against her was dismissed, They had pre- 
pared fu a full trial of the case on its merits, 
‘+ and.expressed confidence in.their ability to win, 
“Mrs, Nation is mercly putting -into practical 


— effect’ principle which the W..C, T..U, of the 


‘ State generally upholds—that the liquor traffic 
being an ‘Hlegal business, those conducting it 
are entitled to na protection of the law for pro- 
perty devoted to its uses, “The ‘joint,’ they say, 
fas ino standing in law, and, like ariy other 

Ne destroyed with impunity 

so far as any redress jy: tht courts, 
is concerned, The’ W, C. T, U, organiza- 
tion at Emporia a few days ago adopted resolu- 
tions to this effect, in support of Mrs. Nation's 
crusade. I¢ is quite possible, that the saloonists 
did not care to press the former case against 
Mrs. Nation for fear that this position might 
be sustained by the courts. Either this or thi y- 
did not desite to inflame the temperance sen: 
'  timent by making too much of a martyr of their 
assailant. . 
“Just what the Kansas law is in respect to 
‘property rights of saloonints in their business 
remainsto be determined, Ifthe courts should 
hold that there are no such tights, that saloons 
are outlaws and entitled to no legal protection, 
then the most important victory for’ Prohibition - 
will have been won that Kansas has yet wit 
nessed. Any tne, male or female, will be pri- 
vileged to break into or break up ‘joints’ when. 
ever he or she finds them. If the jointist does 
them injury in resisting the attack, he will be 
amenable to the Jaw on the chargé of assault 
and battery. As there seems to he no way of 
‘stopping Mrs, Nation except with a prosecution 
in the courts, the Ieyal rights of a joint’smasher 
will prabably soon be. determined.

Thus by 
being successful, those who rose’ against the 
Government have ceased to be rebels, and the 
nic¢ point arises—who’s who in Venezuela, and 
what ifany, is the Government? Meantime, 
so far as winning that asphalte lake is concern- 
ed, we are inclined to think that Venezuela will 
come ina bad third, and we are inclined to 
“put our money on” the British, as Lord Salis- 
bury would say, seeing that they have a good.
